Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  again  honoured  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  Health  Services  of  the  District  during  the  year  1963, compiled  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Minister  of  Health. 

Apart  from  the  usual  annual  slight  variations  in  the  numbers  of  cases 
of  infectious  diseases,  the  main  event  of  the  year  was  an  outbreak  of 
Typhoid  Fever  which  occurred  in  2 of  our  inhabitants  during  their  holidays 
in  Switzerland.  Due  to  the  rapid  diagnosis  and  isolation  of  these  cases, 
there  was  no  spread  of  infection  to  any  contacts  of  these  cases,  which,  I 
am  glad  to  say,  recovered. 

The  population  of  the  District  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
for  mid-year  1963  was  27,720,  as  compared  with  the  actual  Census  figure  in 
1961  or  25,164  and  the  mid-year  1962  figure  of  26,430. 

The  number  of  infants  dying  in  1963  was  10,  which  was  the  same  number 
as  .in  1962.  Examining  the  deaths  of  these  infants,  I have  formed  the  opinion 
that  they  could  not  have  been  prevented. 

Again  I am  happy  to  inform  you  that  no  maternal  deaths  occurred  during 

1963. 

Tuberculosis  still  continues  to  be  notified  in  small  numbers,  no  deaths 
having  occurred  as  it  being  the  primary  cause. 

The  Triple  vaccination,  i.e.  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus  is  now  in  full  swing  and  is  working  very  smoothly. 

With  extremely  few  exceptions  we  are  using  active  Sabin  oral  drops 
rather  than  the  passive  Salk  injections  for  protection  against  Poliomyelitis. 
No  adverse  re-actions  have  been  drawn  to  my  notice  of  the  former* s use. 

Some  25  houses  were  demolished  during  the  year,  11  being  in  clearance 
areas  and  14  individual  unfit  properties.  A total  of  513  houses  were 
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erected  during  1963,  492  were  private  and  26  Council  dwellings.  There 
were  also  61  houses  represented  in  areas  in  East  Bridgford.  A more 
detailed  report  is  shown  by  my  Chief  Puolic  Health  Inspector. 

Finally  I would  like  to  acknowledge  once  again  the  help  and  guidance 
that  this  department  has  received  at  all  times  from  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Council  and  the  Staff,  particularly  my  own,  for  the 
ready  and  willing  assistance  and  interest.  The  County  Medical 0f_ icer 
is  also  thanked  for  his  assistance  and  advice  and  for  the  information 
and  support  relating  to  his  services  in  this  District.

Birth  Rate 


During  1963,577  live  births  occurred  in  the  District,  300  being  male 
and  277  female.  The  adjusted  live  birth  rate  was  thus  20.60  per  1,000 
population  compared  with  IB. 2 for  England  and  Wales  in  the  same  period. 
For  comparison, the  1962  figures  were  19.90  for  the  Bingham  Rural  District 
and  18.0  for  England  and  Wales,  the  increase  in  1963  being  due  to  an 
increase  of  76  live  births  during  the  year.

During  1963  there  were  330  deaths  in  the  District,  160  male  and 

170  female.  The  adjusted  death  rate  was  10.71  per  1,000  population 
compared  with  12.2  for  England  and  Wales.  For  comparison  the  1962  figures 
were  10.92  per  1,000  population  for  the  Bingham  Rural  District  and  12.0  for 
England  and  Wales. 

Infantile  Mortality  Rate 

.During  the  year  10  deaths  of  infants  occurred,  5 of  which  were  neo- 
natal, i.e.  death  within  the  first  week  of  life.  None  of  these  deaths,  in 
my  opinion,  were  likely  to  have  been  prevented.

2 cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  were  reported  during  the  year  and,  due  to 
the  speedy  diagnosis  and  isolation,  no  spread  of  the  disease  to  any  of  the 
contacts  occurred. 

Scarlet  Fever 

1 case  of  Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  during  1963. 

Erysipelas 

Again  only  1 case  of  Erysipelas  was  notified  during  the  year. 

Acute  Pneumonia 

1 case  of  Acute  Pneumonia  was  notified  during  1963. 

Tuberculosis 

There  were  20  additions  to  the  Register  during  1963.  Of  these 
additions  7 were  fresh  notifications  of  Tuberculosis,  which  were  all 
pulmonary,  13  were  notified  cases  who  had  come  to  live  in  the  District. 

2 deaths  were  included  in  the  removals  from  the  register,  (Tuberculosis  was 
not  recorded  as  the  prime  cause  of  death) , 9 cases  were  concerned  with 
people  who  had  gone  to  live  outside  the  District  and  14  cases  which  had  been 
removed  due  to  recovery  from  the  disease.  This  I consider  to  be  satisfactory.

Care  of  Premature  Babies 

The  care  of  premature  babies  is  undertaken  by  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council.  The  Paediatric  Consultant,  Dr.  Blandy,  is  available 
for  consultation  in  the  case  of  these  babies,  his  services  having  been 
made  possible  on  a part-time  basis  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital 
Board. 


Paediatric  Consultations 

The  services  of  Dr.  Blondy,  referred  to  in  the  previous  paragraph, 
are  available  for  all  children  up  to  school  leaving  age.  A weekly 
Clinic  is  arranged  by  the  Comity  Council  and  cases  are  referred  to  it 
on  the  recommendation  of  the  County  Medical  Officer.

The  services  of  the  Consultant 
are  provided  on  a part-time  basis  by  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

Dental  Services 

The  County  Council  are  responsible  for  providing  a Dental  Service 
for  children  up  to  school  leaving  age  and  for  ante-natal  cases  and 
nursing  mothers.  Appointments  can  be  made  by  the  County  Medical 
Officer  after  reference  from  the  various  Clinics,  etc. 

Care  of  Unmarried  Mothers,  etc. 

This  work  is  supervised  and  administered  by  the  Nottinghamshire 
County  Council  who  have  an  Almoner  service  for  this  purpose.

I 
have  been  aware  of  no  upset  to  the  children  as  a result  and  the  whole 
scheme  still  continues  to  work  very  well  indeed. 

( e ) Poliomyelitis  Vaccination 

The  use  of  the  passive  Salk  vaccine  has  been  reduced  considerably 
in  favour  of  the  active  Sabin  oral  drops.  The  following  table  shows  the 
number  of  children  and  adults  who  were  given  protection  against  Poliomyelitis 
during  1963,  including  those  dealt  with  by  General  Practitioners.

The  cost  of  a whole-time  help  for  a full  42  hour  week  may  be 
considerable  to  the  home,  but  it  is  considered  by  the  Authority  and 
part,  or  the  whole,  may  be  remitted  in  necessitous  cases. 

The  value  of  this  service  is  verv  great  to  the  community  and  leads 
to  a very  considerable  saving  in  hospital  beds,  etc.  and  thereby  a very 
great  saving  financially  to  the  community.

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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  this  report  for  inclusion 
in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1963. 

The  refuse  collection  services  have  involved  a considerable 
amount  of  time  study  and  effort  to  re-organise  the  service  and  gain 
efficiency.  Paper  sack  refuse  collection  has  caught  the  imagination 
as  being  hygienic,  noiseless  and  easy  to  handle,  but  the  cost  - both 
capital  and  running,  and  the  disadvantages  of  hot  ashes,  sharp  articles 
and  damage  by  animals  must  also  be  carefully  considered  before  any  large 
scale  installations  art  carried  out.  Further  research  should  be  carried 
out  for  a disposable  container  of  suitable  material  fitted  inside  a 
noiseless  refuse  bin.  The  reduction  of  overtime  working  has  resulted 
in  10  men  leaving  the  service  in  little  over  six  months,  thus  emphasising 
the  unrealistic  basic  wage  for  the  unpleasant  job  which  affects  every 
ratepayer.  The  unfortunate  result  - a shortage  of  suitable  labour. 

Representation  of  some  61  sub- standard  properties  in  East 
Bridgford  was  undertaken  and  as  a result  of  the  inquiry,  one  property 
was  excluded  by  the  Minister.  I make  no  apology  for  the  Minister's 
exclusion  of  this  property,  as  it  is  my  intention  to  have  good  housing 
standards  and  oo  pursue  this  policy  vigorously  until  all  sub-standard 
properties  have  been  eliminated. 

What  are  the  future  standards  to  be  in  addition  to  the  now 
accepted  minimum  of  hot  and  cold  water,  bath  and  water  closet?.  Will 
it  be  a consistent  temperature  of  16°C.  (60.S°F)  throughout  the  house 
by  piped  fuels,  thus  achieving  the  standards  of  the  Romans?. 

Is  this  really  asking  too  much' in  this  era  of  progress, 
particularly  when  considering  the  provisions  of  the  new  Offices,  Shops 
and  Railway  Premises  Act,  which  stipulates  a minimum  temperature  of 

16°C.  or  60,S°F.? . 

Will  it  be  work  in  comfort  and  shiver  at  home?. 

Food  premises,  Canteens,  Cafes  are  not  receiving  the  necessary 
supervision  with  hints  and  education  on  food  hygiene  given  when  visits 
are  made.  Every  effort  has  been  made  throughout  the  year,  however, 
to  inspect  the  danger  food  premises,  i.e.  made-up  meat  and  milk  foods. 

Water  carting  has  been  reduced  to  5 houses  with  an  occasional 
delivery  of  bull-:  supply  in  che  newly  acquired  500  gallon  water  tanker. 
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A pilot  scheme  for  the  removal  of  litter  from  the  main 
centres,  village  litter  baskets  and  lay-byes  was  discussed  during  the 
year  and  implimented  in  1964.  This  ''Mr.  Tidy"  service  has  been  greatly 
appreciated.  The  amount  of  litter  along  the  highways  and  bye-ways  has 
been  reduced  and  it  is  hoped  in  this  way  to  keep  the  country  side  clean 
and  pleasant. 

I wish  to  record  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation  to  the  Chairman 
and  members  of  the  lealth  Committee  for  their  support  and  encouragement, 
to  colleagues  in  other  departments  and  especially  to  those  of  the  Health 
Department  for  their  loyal  support  at  all  times.

Caravan  Sites  & Control  of  Developenont  Act  I960, 


The  Binghamsfield  Caravan  Site  is  being  run  down  in  readiness 
for  a re-planning  of  the  site  with  a view  to  producing  a mere  realistic 
plan  for  future  large  caravans.  These  caravans  contain  all  modern 
facilities  ready  to  be  connected  to  a drainage  system  using  water 
tight  flexible  pipes.  In  order  to  comply  with  the  act  for  such 
caravans,  plots  of  approximately  250  sq.  yds. will  be  necessary. 

The  demand  for  such  temporary  prefabricated  homes  seems  to  be 
insatisfiable,  it  appears  to  attract  theyoung  married  couples  (who  have 
no  desire  to  live  with  in-laws)  or  the  older  person  who  has  no  desire 
for  housework  and  heavy  gardening  duties.  The  mobile  civil  engineers 
are  also  heavy  in  their  use  of  caravan  homes  and  are  often  sited  adjacent 
to  their  work  and  are  free  from  legislation  referred  to.
